Still looking for the best way to gain as 
many new parking spaces downtown as 
possible, the town manager has come up 
with a new alternative for town meeting to 
consider: buying the Heartland Jr. property 
to use as a surface parking lot. 

According to the manager, that option 
would net the town more parking spaces 
than a previous plan to swap the town lot 
; behind Town Hall for the Heartland site. 

: That plan would see the Heartland owners 
build a three-story retail center behind 
Town Hall, and the town build a three-level 
parking garage on the Heartland lot. 
Bartlet Realty Trust, owners of the for- 
mer grocery store site, have agreed to sell

Manager Kenneth Mahony said this week 

A 150-space surface lot on the Heartland 
property would cost about $1.5 million, Ma- 
hony said, compared to $3.2 million for a 
436-space, three-level parking garage. And 
while at first glance it seems the town 
would gain more spaces with a garage, that 
would not really happen, Mahony explained 

‘We’re trying to work out what is the best 
deal in terms of the numbers of spaces 
provided,’ the manager said. ‘‘It looks like 
we would come out quite advantageously if 
we bought the lot.”’ 

If Bartlet Realty built its retail center 
behind Town Hall, that would eliminate 89 
existing spaces along Barnard and Park 
streets, Mahony said, and the new shopping 
center would demand 140 spaces as well 
The total number of new spaces the town 
would gain with its garage: 112. 

But if the town tore down the grocery 
store and built surface parking on the 
Heartland site, it would gain 150 new 
spaces, without losing any existing spaces. 
And since no new stores would be built in 
the area, there would be no new demand for 
parking. Total number of new spaces: 150. 

(Andover would, however, lose about 
$50,000 a year in property taxes on the 
proposed retail center, Mahony pointed 
out. ) 

Town meeting now has four options to 
consider when it votes on Article 55 next 
week.

Easter Suggestions 


The decision of which wine to serve with Easter dinner is a difficult one. Not only is it necessary to match a wine 
with your entree choice, but you also must please the palates of your guests. The most popular choice for Easter dinner 
is ham. Ham, because of the significant smoke and salt flavors, should be accompanied by a sufficiently assertive wine. 
Your choices would be a light -to medium-bodied red with some acid, a medium-to full-bodied white, a rose or a sparkling 
wine. If you sweet glaze the ham, you must increase the desired sweetness of wine. Do not, however, have the glaze or 
the wine too sweet as the dish may become cloying.

William L. Lane, director of Bon Secours Hospital, recently 
announced the appointment of Joel B. Hellmann, M.D., to 
director of ambulatory services. 

Dr. Hellmann will be responsible for directing all profes- 
sional clinical services in the hospital’s emergency services 
department, outpatient medical clinic and ambulatory care 
center (the Bon Secours Salem Health Center, Salem, N.H.). 
He will provide professional support and leadership to the 
hospital’s occupational health program available to local 
industry. According to Lane, Dr. Hellmann’s professional 
attributes and extensive medical background will greatly 
enhance the hospital’s ongoing efforts to move forward in the 
area of emergency medicine. ‘‘He’ll help us make a good 
service even better,’’ added Lane.

Hellmann received his medical degree from the University 
of Toronto in Toronto, Ontario, in 1972. He interned at New 
Mount Sinai Hospital, also in Toronto, and completed his 
emergency medicine residency at Royal Victoria Hospital, 
McGill University in Montreal, Canada.

Nancy Lydigsen of Andover now teaches 
the craft of ceramics to as many as 100 
students a week. Some come from New 
Hampshire and some from Boston, and 
some have been coming to her for eight 
years. Her students are young and old, 
homemakers and professionals, and mostly 
all female 

Ceramics students may come to her sim- 
ply looking for an inexpensive way to make 
decorations for their homes, but they also 
find a creative outlet and a social experi- 
ence, Nancy notes. “It’s very relaxing, it’s 
a night out, and you can make nice things 
for your home — so you're getting some- 
thing for your time.” 

The soft-spoken Mrs. Lydigsen made her 
first ceramic pieces 14 years ago, when she 
was visiting her in-laws in Florida and 
experimented with her mother-in-law’s kiln 
(the small oven used to finish clay pieces). 
When she got home, Nancy took a few 
classes and ended up buying her own small 
kiln and it wasn’t long before she was 
offering lessons to small groups of five or 
six neighbors 

The ten-week DCS courses she taught for 
three or four years led to private lessons 
because when the course ended, her stu- 
dents asked her to teach them more. She 
began with one class a week; now she has 
four, with 10 to 20 students in each three- 
hour class. Nancy also gives classes for 
members of the Andover-North Andover 
Newcomers Club. 

The craft has a double appeal, she ex- 
plains: students can make attractive pieces 
for less than half the cost of the same item 
found on store shelves; and they can exer- 
cise their creativity — even if they aren’t 
blessed with artistic talent. 

“The average student comes for two 
years, and makes everything she needs 
around the house — lamps, canister sets, 
seasonal decorations, outdoor decorations. 
Everybody makes a ceramic Christmas 
tree, and lots of people make a pumpkin for 
Halloween. The newest thing is a circle of 
swans that’s a planter — that’s been going 
like crazy.” 

Nancy’s students don’t start from 
scratch, but with a hardened clay piece 


already formed into the item they want to 
make: a mug, a soup tureen, a Garfield 
mobile, a set of ice cream dishes shaped 
like ice cream cones. These rough pieces, 


made from plaster of Paris molds, are 
called ‘‘greenware’’ (for reasons unknown 
they are not green, but light gray or brown- 
ish-gray ) 

The first step is to clean the piece, wash- 
ing it and getting rid of the rough edges left 
by the mold. It is then “‘fired’’ in the kiln to 
produce a hard, porous white surface called 
“bisque.” 

The next steps depend on how the artisan 
wants her finished piece to look: there are 
dozens of paints and glazes to chose from, 
and each will produce a different effect — 
shiny, matte, speckled, smooth. Each de- 


mands a different amount of time in the 
kiln as well. 

A simple, one-color figure may be com- 
pleted in two classes, or less than six hours, 
while a more complicated project — a na- 
tivity scene with 19 pieces, for example, or 
‘‘Santa’s workshop”’ complete with crowds 
of elves — ‘‘can take months to finish,” 
Nancy explains. ‘“‘But then it’s something 
you have for the rest of your life.’’ 

Artistic talent is not a must because 
painting a greenware piece is as easy as 
using a children’s coloring book, she says: 
just stay within the lines. But ceramics can 
also be satisfying for those who are tal- 
ented, because they can handpaint their 
work and come up with their own designs. 

“I’ve had people bring in a piece of wal- 
lpaper, and helped them transfer the pat- 
tern onto a lamp to match it. I’ve seen some 
beautiful things done, really unique things 
you couldn’t find in a store.’’ 

They are produced at a cost you couldn’t 
find in a store, either. That popular circle of 
swans, for example, can be seen in furni- 
ture stores for about $40. One of Nancy’s 
students could duplicate it for approxi- 
mately $10 ($5 for the greenware and $5 for 
time in the kiln) plus a small fee for each 
class — and it will ‘look a lot nicer’’ than 
the one in the store, too, Nancy maintains. 

Her students do their cleaning and paint- 
ing in the classroom, then leave their pieces 
to be fired later. Like some kind of good 
fairy, Nancy takes care of all the firing 
after hours, a chore that’s not nearly as 
much fun as painting and glazing, and pre- 
sents the fired pieces to her students at 
their next class. 

‘I spend hours and hours down at the 
kilns seven days a week,”’ she says, “‘load- 
ing and unloading the kilns, and checking 
everyone’s stuff to make sure it’s all right. 
It’s a lot more work than people realize.”’ 
Loading her two kilns is ‘‘kind of tricky’’, 
and Nancy learned by reading and by ‘“‘trial 
and error. 


“You have to get the temperature right — 
the temperature depends on whether a 
piece is glazed or unglazed. Some glazes 
are incompatible and you can’t put them in 
the same kiln, or it can effect the colors. 
Speckled paint can’t be put next to plain 
because it will jump out onto plain white. 
And the glazed pieces have to be balanced 
on little stilts. It can get complicated!”’ 

Besides teaching classes and loading the 
kilns, Nancy makes some of her own green- 
ware by pouring soft clay into plaster 
molds; shops for supplies in Salem, N.H., 
Billerica and Haverhill; stocks her class- 
room shelves with new supplies and green- 
ware; wires the lamps her students are 
making — and all told, puts in more than 40 
hours every week. (She also puts in a few 
hours as an Andover school crossing guard, 
a job she has done for the past 13 years.) 

‘I enjoy it,” she explains with a shrug. 
“It’s something to do, and I like being busy, 
so I keep plugging along with it. I’ve 
learned a lot. And I really enjoy working 
with people — I’ve met a lot of nice people,

and a 9 p.m. jazz festival at the gym; on Sunday, April 10, 
master classes for students led by world-renowned pianist 
Claude Frank and guitarist George Sakellariou; at 3:30 p.m. 
an organ recital at Cochran Chapel, and at 4 p.m. Handel’s 
Messiah performed by students, parents and orchestras from 
Phillips and Exeter Academy. 

The next week, Joseph Silverstein, concertmaster of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, will conduct an open rehearsal 
of the Academy Symphony Orchestra. 

The rededication of Graves Hall is ‘‘a solid statement of 
Andover’s commitment to excellence in music,’’ according to 
Eccles 
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“At a time when many schools are ‘cutting back to the 
basics,’ Andover has made it clear that the arts are basic,” 
she said, pointing out that at least one course in music is a 
diploma requirement for students who come to Phillips as 
ninth and tenth graders. 

‘‘In our Cantata Choir and Orchestra are the children of the 
concertmasters of the BSO and of the Vermont Symphony 
Orchestra and the younger brother of the concertmaster of 
the Boston Opera Orchestra, and many other students who 
have, with their families, a commitment to excellence in 
education and to music,’’ Eccles said.

million appropriation to fund the land swap 
and garage. The latest plan to buy the 
Heartland property will probably be offered 
as an amendment to the article, the man- 
ager said. 

Area neighbors may offer an amendment 
asking for a $750,000 appropriation to fund 
the land swap, but with surface parking 
only at the Heartland site. Or the town 
could vote to do nothing — and Barlet would 
build its retail center at the Heartland site 
as originally planned. Either one of those 
two alternatives would cause an 80-space 
deficit for the town, Mahony said, by elimi- 


nating existing spaces while creating a de- 
mand for new parking. 


The manager said he favors the idea of 
surface parking at the Heartland site, call- 
ing it his “original desire’ for the Town 
Hall area and an idea he has ‘‘continued to 
work toward.’’ Mahony said he wanted to 
buy the Heartland lot from Purity Supreme 
but was too late, and pursued the land swap 
with Barlet Realty Trust instead. 

“I’m just as pleased with this (buying the 
land for surface parking),’’ he said. ‘‘It’s 
easier to implement, and it appears to be 
the best thing for the neighbors.’’ Down- 
town residents have opposed the garage 
idea since it was proposed early this month, 
fearing that it would increase traffic on 
residential streets. 

The town has received state funding to 
help pay for a garage. If the town chooses 
surface parking instead, the state grants 
could be used to improve the town’s exist- 
ing parking lots. The municipal lot on Main 
Street will be metered this summer to dis- 
courage all-day commuter parking, Maho- 
ny said. 

Carlos Barcelos bought the 1.5-acre 
Heartland property from Purity Supreme in 
December for $695,000, after the Heartland 
Jr. store closed its doors. The town has 
assessed the property at $534,000. 

Barcelos then sold the property to Bartlet 
Realty Trust for $700,000. The deed includes 
a covenant that the property will never be 
used as a retail or wholesale food outlet. 
Bartlet Realty (partners Robert Finlayson 
and Robert Webster) had planned to reno- 
vate the grocery store into a retail and 
office center. 

The town manager has noted that the 
partners have been paying interest and 
taxes on the property while waiting for 
Andover to approve the land swap; other- 
wise, Finlayson said earlier this month, 
they would have broken ground on the 
Heartland site by now.

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Town Meeting To Consider 
Six Zoning Law Revisions 


Town Meeting will be asked to consider changing Andover’s 
zoning bylaw six times next week, with six articles that would 
amend the zoning bylaw to make it more restrictive in some 
cases, less restrictive in others — or simply make its meaning 
more clear. 

The most significant changes could be amendments to the 
gravel removal bylaw suggested in Article 48. Community 
Development and Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore ex- 


Article 49 would amend the zoning law by instruct- 
ing the planners to require that developers ‘“‘make the best 
feasible use of existing topography’’ within a subdivision. 

Town officials have indicated that that amendment could be 
difficult to interpret and to enforce — and, according to 
Gilmore, such a law could set a new precedent: ‘‘I doubt that 
many planning boards require developers to submit .o this 
kind of process.”

But the proposed changes would also make the gravel 
removal law more restrictive — a goal some townspeople 
have been seeking for years — by regulating the movement of 
gravel within a subdivision site, as well as removal from a 
site. 

The proposed changes to the gravel removal bylaw begin 
with a new definition of gravel removal. The bylaw currently 
defines removal as carrying ‘‘soil, loam, sand, peat, or grav- 
el’ away from ‘‘the immediate premises”’ at a subdivision, or 
away from a lot or group of adjacent lots on which a builder is 
working. 

Article 48 would amend that to define ‘‘soil, loam, sand, 
peat, gravel, rock or similar matter’ as ‘‘earth material’, 
while ‘‘removal’’ is defined as simply taking earth material 
“off-site.”’ 

Section IV B. of the existing gravel removal law allows 
developers to remove gravel or regrade ‘‘incidental to subdi- 
vision development or construction” as a matter of right. But 
the new amendment would require a Planning Board permit 
for such work. 

‘Miscellaneous removal’ incidental to subdivision im- 
provements would still be allowed as a matter of right, but in 
a new provision, ‘‘miscellaneous regrading’’ would require a 
special permit from the Board of Selectmen. 

Section VI E. would be amended, if Article 48 is approved, 
to include regrading as well as removal in the provisions of 
the bylaw, and to require a special permit from the selectmen 
— rather than a “‘written’’ permit, as it now reads — for 
removal or regrading. 

Proposed changes in Section VI E. 1.2 (a) would let the 
planning board grant a special permit for earth removal at a 
subdivision solely from road areas, and for regrading of less 
than 300 cubic yards of earth materials on any one lot. The 
existing bylaw does not deal with regrading, and it allows 
removal from roadways to bring them down to the grade in 
the approved subdivision plan; for further removal, devel- 
opers have to file a topographical plan. 

Another proposed addition to the section would allow the 
planners to impose restrictions on the developer ‘‘as they 
deem reasonable, and in the public interest’’ concerning earth 
removal and regrading. 

The section of the law dealing with miscellaneous removal 
would remain the same, but the amendment would add a 
section on miscellaneous regrading requiring a special permit 
from the selectmen for regrading of less than 300 cubic yards 
on any one lot. 

Article 48 would not change the rights developers currently 
enjoy, Gilmore maintains. But it would, he says, help both 
developers and town officials ‘‘take more seriously the whole 
business of the movement and removal of soil’ from subdivi- 
sion sites. 

He adds that it would tie in neatly with changes the planning 
board made a year ago to their rules and regulations on soil 
erosion and sedimentation control. 

The following article, a private article insérted by Atty.

selectmen decided not to withdraw any private articles from 
the warrant this year, even if they believe the articles might 
be illegal —and because Cotton indicated he would bring suit 
against the town if his article was withdrawn. 

Article 47, proposed by town officials, would eliminate a 
provision in the zoning bylaw that gives Andover businesses a 
50 percent credit on required parking spaces if they are 
located next to a municipal parking lot. (Stores in a retail 
center like Olde Andover Village, for example, currently must 
provide only half the parking spaces required by law because 
they are adjacent to the downtown municipal lot. ) 

Article 23 is a private article that would rezone a small, 
triangular-shaped parcel of land off River Road from Indus- 
trial D —the most restrictive industrial zone — to Industrial 
G, a less restrictive zone. The lot owners are hoping to end up 
with smaller setback requirements so they may build on the 
parcel. 

This article was temporarily expected to be withdrawn, but 
remains on the warrant. Town Manager Kenneth Mahony has 
indicated that he would support the article, because the 
current zoning is so restrictive that the owners could not 
‘erect a flagpole there now.’’ But town counsel has said that 
the amendment might involve spot zoning, and the planning 
board has expressed some doubts about the article as well, 
Gilmore says. 

If Article 46 is approved, the zoning law will be amended to 
allow multi-family use within a single-family home (that is, a 
separate apartment within a single-family residence) in the 
Single Residence C zone, with a special permit from the

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School Bus Contracts Awarded 
After 90 Minutes Of Motions 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


The School Committee Tuesday night 
voted to award next year’s school bus con- 
tracts to three local owner-operated com- 
panies at a total cost of $987,770, after 
struggling through a 90-minute labyrinth of 
motions, counter-motions and repeated mo- 
tions. 

The committee ended its complicated 
deliberations by awarding three-year con- 
tracts for six regular bus routes to Dorothy 
Piercy of Special Transportation, Andover, 
at $372,760; Trombly Motor Coach of North 
Andover at $319,010; and Parent Bus Serv- 
ice of Andover at $296,000. 

Special Transportation was also awarded 
the kindergarten and late bus routes as low

bidder, while athletic transportation for the 
spring season will be shared by low bidders 
Trombly, Special Transportation and Paul 
Moradian. 

With its only unanimous vote on the issue, 
the committee decided to maintain the cur- 
rent owner-operated system, which limits 
each contractor to six buses. Business Man- 
ager Francis Paul said 18 buses are needed 
to cover all regular bus routes. 

Paul said all bidders had been offered the 
opportunity to bid as a fleet as well as an 
owner-operator, to give the committee a 
new alternative to consider: A fleet would 
provide all 18 buses. Trombly and Andover 
Transportation, a new company made up of 
a group of local drivers, had bid as fleet 
services. 


Problems with awarding the contract 
arose because three of the four bidders 
failed to meet all of the bid specifications, 
Paul told the committee two weeks ago. 
Only Special Transportation met all the 
specifications: Parent and Trombly failed 
to submit certified checks as bid deposits, 
and Andover Transportation failed to fully 
describe its equipment. 


The committee had trouble awarding the 
contracts this week because members took 
three different positions on how to deal with 
the ‘irregularities’ in the bids. Attorneys 
were present to argue on behalf of each of 
the contractors, as they were two weeks 
ago. 

According to committeeman Donald 
Robb, town counsel last week told the com- 
mittee they had the right to waive any bid 
specifications and accept any of the bids. 
Robb said he favored considering all four 
bids because they were ‘‘submitted in good 
faith.’’ Chairman Richard Neal agreed. 

But Michael Giammusso and Robert 
Smith maintained that bids that failed to 
meet the specifications should be rejected 
— and Susan Poore said all bids should be 
rejected and the process started all over 
again because bidding had been ‘‘clouded”’ 
by the issue of owner-operated versus fleet 
service. 


Nine motions were considered before the 
committee voted to award the contracts: 
Robb moved to consider all four bids (re- 
jected); Giammusso moved to continue the 
owner-operated system (approved); Giam- 


musso moved to award a contract for si» 
buses to Special Transportation only anc 
rebid the other 12 buses (rejected); Poors 
moved to rebid all the contracts (rejected ) 
Smith moved to contract to Special Trans 
portation only (approved); Robb moved t 
accept the bids from Trombly and Paren' 
as well (motion not seconded) ; Giammussc 
moved to reconsider the vote to accept 
Special Transportation’s bid (approved): 
Poore moved to rebid all contracts (reject 
ed). 

Finally, Robb moved to accept the bids 
from Special Transportation, Trombly anc 
Parent, and that motion was approved on < 
three-two vote, with Poore and Smith op 
posed. 

Neal said that during his three years or 
the committee, awarding next year’s bu: 
contracts had turned out to be ‘‘the mos 
wrestled-with problem that we've faced.”’ 

The chairman said the committee’: 
‘‘soul-searching’’ over the issue was justi 
fied because a large chunk of the schoo 
budget was in question — and because the 
committee was determined to do ‘‘what’: 
right, and in the best interests of the com 
munity.” 


Voter Turnout Under 10 Percent 


Andover’s annual town election may have 
set a couple of records on Monday, one for 
lowest voter response, the other for fastest 
processing of the results. 

In the only contest on the ballot, Incum- 
bent Gerald Silverman and former FinCom 
Chairman Charles Wesson were elected to 
the Board of Selectmen, as 1,530 of the 
town’s 15,822 voters turned out. 

The complete totals were tallied 40 min- 
utes after the polls closed. The ballots were 
fed into the computer beginning at 8:15 
p.m. and thr printout was completed at 8:40 
p.m. Town Clerk Elden R. Salter completed 
the verification and certification shortly 
afer 9 p.m., the earliest wrapup in years. 

Silverman, returning for a second three- 
year term on the board, topped the ticket 
with 1,217 votes, with Wesson getting 1,155. 
Kenneth T. Buck, making his second bid for 
the office, received 292 votes. 

Two incumbent school committeemen 
were returned without opposition, Chair- 
man Richard Neal receiving 1,237 votes and 
Donald W. Robb, 1,102. Both are returning 
for a second term, with Robb having served 
a one-year appointive term before his elec- 
tion three years ago. 


Moderator James D. Doherty topped the 
ballot in his unopposed bid for re-election 
with 1,288 votes. 


On the Housing Authority, two members 
switched places, as Mary Jane Powell, who 
had been appointed this past year to fill a 
vacancy, won a full five-year term on the 
board with 1,232 votes and veteran board 
member Winston Blake was accorded the

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Difficult Decisions 


What started out a few months ago as a rather dull agenda has 
reversed markedly in recent weeks to make this year’s annual town 
meeting a session for difficult and far-reaching decisions. 

While there will be the usual spontaneous debates over what 
initially seemed routine items when the session convenes at 7:30 p.m. 
Monday in Memorial Auditorium, it is anticipated that the most 
attention will be focused on the articles at the end of the warrant, an 
addition to Memorial Hall Library and action on a business-parking 
proposal in downtown Andover. 

The library addition is indeed a worthy consideration for the voters 
of the community, based on need and the service performed to the 
community by a valuable Andover asset. 

An addition to the library has been talked about for years. There 
have been several preparatory steps taken for the anticipated expan- 
sion of the library through land acquisitions adjacent to the property. 

When the matter of appropriating funds for the actual construction 
of an addition was proposed in the past, like other projects in the 
community, the matter was postponed. With consent from library 
trustees and administrators, favor and support was accorded such 
items as school construction or other more necessary municipal 
projects. 

As the town continued to grow through this period, so too did the 
need for services at the library, with resultant diminishing of space to 
adequately respond to the needs. 

A continued postponement of the addition would only increase the 
costs of an ultimate need, and it therefore seems prudent to proceed 
with the planning of the construction with approval of Article 54. 

As for the downtown parking proposal, the decision is a more 
difficult one. 

Initially proposed as a swap of land for private enterprise to 


develop a commercial/retail building and the town to develop a 
parking garage on the Heartland property, the proposal has now 
developed into a consideration of that plus alternatives. 

Hopefully, there will probably be more refinements to the propo- 
sals prior to the actual presentation on the town meeting floor. 

Thoughts on the matter center around the need for additional 
parking in the downtown Andover area, coupled with this property 
behind town hall being among the last opportunity to provide such 
facilities. 

It is anticipated that town hall will be vacated later this year, with 
municipal offices moving to the East Junior High building, currently 
under renovation for such purpose. There is consideration of making 
the town hall an office/retail building, once it is vacated by the town, 
but regardless of initial planning, the structure will remain an 
integral part of the downtown area. 

It would be nice to have additional retail/commercial space in the 
area to the rear of town hall and the parking facilities to serve the 
area. 

But, figures being projected for consideration at midweek, makes 
the overall development seem financially unreasonable. 

Granted the downtown merchants are deserving of some consider- 
ation, and the particular parcel is most desirous, but the cost factor 
seems out of line. 

Hopefully by the time the matter reaches town meeting floor, a 
more cost effective approach can be presented which will make it 
permissable to proceed with land acquisition and development for 
needed improvement in the central business district. 

Failing a sound economical approach to the matter should result in 
reverting to allowing the overall project to remain in its current state 
and with it the loss of state funding for development.

tutional rights to petition their government 
trampled under foot, mere appointed offi-

WASHINGTON — Penta- 
gon strategists have been 
doing a lot of deep thinking 
about what will happen in 
Iran when Ayatollah Kho- 
meini passes on. Their worst 
fear is that disciplined left- 
ist forces will seize power 
and invite the Soviet Union 
to cross the border and help 
stabilize Iran. 

It sounds like the Afghani- 
stan invasion all over again, 
and that is precisely what 
concerns the strategists. But 


Iran is far more strategic . 


than Afghanistan. The Sovi- 
ets have the military might 
to smash through Iran to the 
Persian Gulf and menace 
the flow of Arab oil to the 
West. 

This nightmare has been 
haunting the Pentagon since 
August 1980, when the Sovi- 
ets conducted maneuvers on 
the Iranian border. The 
maneuvers took the form of 
a mock invasion. Soviet 
troops are still on the 
border, and the Ayatollah 
reportedly is seriously ill. So 
the strategists are worried. 
States one of their secret 
documents: 

“A worst-case scenario 
could include a full-scale 
invasion of Iran, starting 
with operations to seize 
Azerbaijan and the Strait of 
Hormuz, and subsequent 
operations through Iraq, 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia to 
Oman. In this scenario, the 
Soviet Union could generate 
a force of over 20 divisions

from the Soviet military dis- 
tricts adjacent to Iran.” 

A Soviet strike into Iran 
not only would endanger the 
Western world’s oil supply, 
but would upset the military 
balance in the Middle East. 
It could take nuclear weap- 
ons to stop a Soviet thrust to 
the Persian Gulf. In fact, 
one of the contingency plans 
calls for a nuclear response 
to a Soviet attempt to occu- 
py Iran. 

That makes it a real 
nightmare for all of us. 

ROFITS LOOPHOLE: 
Government analysts have 
predicted that skyrocketing 
health care costs could put 
Medicare out of business 
before the end of the decade. 
But President Reagan has a 
lan to save the ailing health 
nefit system. 

The scheme calls for set- 
ting fixed payments for 
nearly 500 common health 
problems, from hemorrhoids 
to heart attacks. The idea is 
to encourage hospitals to 
treat patients more effi- 
ciently and to get them 
home faster. But there’s a 
loophole in the plan. 

It was created by lobby- 
ists for privately owned 
hospitals, which are in the 
health care business to make 
money. Under Reagan’s 
plan, these hospitals will be 
guaranteed a profit by the 
government, whether they 
are run efficiently or not. 

It could cost the taxpayers 
hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars a year. 

CONFLICT IN NICARA- 


GUA: A group of pro-Ameri- 
can guerrillas has launched 
a counter-revolution in 
Nicaragua. Their goal: to 
depose the leftist Sandinista 
junta which mg nem dicta- 
tor Anastasio Somoza four 
years ago. According to our 
sources, a second invasion is 
about to be launched from 
the south. 

‘A famous ex-Sandinista 
commando will lead this 
incursion from Costa Rica 
into Nicaragua. He is Eden 
Pastora — better known as 
“Commander Zero”— the 
rebel who led a 1978 take- 
over of the National Palace 
in Managua. 

After the revolution, Pas- 
tora was given a mid-level 
job in the new government, 
a job that did not satisfy his 
political ambitions. He split 
with the Marxist Sandinistas 
and sought exile in Costa 
Rica. He will make his 
comeback, he apparently 
believes, in the counter- 
revolution.

The Andover All-Stars traveling basket- 
ball teams came up empty-handed last 
weekend, going 0-for-2 in tournament ac- 
tion.

Zoning Board of Appeals. The law currently requires a vari- 
ance from the ZBA, which is harder to obtain than a special 
permit because the homeowner must prove hardship, finan- 
cial or otherwise. 

The selectmen have voted to recommend approval of the 
article, which was inspired by the Sullivan family’s renova- 
tions of the historic Shattuck Farm buildings. The Sullivans 
have tried unsuccessfully to obtain a variance for multi-fami- 
ly use of the renovated buildings. 

And Article 19, a private article proposed by William Maren 
of Victor Realty, would also amend the law to change the 
requirement for a ZBA variance to a ZBA special permit 
concerning the expansion of buildings with non-conforming 
use. 

The law currently allows expanding non-conforming build- 
ings by up to ten percent with a special permit; beyond a ten 
percent expansion, a variance is required. Maren’s article 
would require a special permit only, no matter what the 
extent of alterations or expansion.

After A Day Of Campaigning 
Some Competition At Home 


Charles Wesson had to fight for his new seat on the Board of 
Selectmen, and he still had some tough competition during his 
victory party Monday night: The Thorn Birds drew addicted 
viewers (including most of the Wesson children) to the tele- 
vision set while the party swirled around them. 

Wesson didn’t Seem to notice as he enjoyed the celebration 
at his York Street home. Selectmen Chairman Norma Gam- 
mon was part of the lively crowd, and telephone calls, includ- 
ing one from state representative Sue Tucker, kept Wesson 
busy. : 


‘Right now I’m so tired,’’ he admitted, looking pleased just 
the same. ‘‘I got to the polls at eight a.m., took a half-hour 
break for soup, and was there until five of eight tonight.” 

Even though it was “‘a low-key campaign’’ featuring only 
one contest (Wesson, incumbent Silverman and Kenneth Buck 
of Summer Street) and ‘‘few issues to speak of, it’s satisfying 
when you win,’’ he added.

ago, but I didn’t have the time. I guess the timing was right 
for me this year.”

about too quickly for us to make the decision,” 
Silverman explained. 

“The idea was good, but we've got to get more 
reaction — not just from the neighbors, but from 
the whole community. We didn’t have time for 
that.’’ 

Silverman's top priority for his second term: 
dealing with industrial traffic, both in Ballardvale 
and along River Road. ‘‘The traffic problems in this 
community are going to be problems forever, be- 
cause of the industrial parks,”’ the selectman noted. 

In the "Vale, he would like to secure a Lowell 
Junction interchange (‘‘the Ed Harris connec- 
tion’). ‘‘We’ve got to get the trucks out of Ballard- 
vale.’ On River Road, he wants to improve the 
road to accommodate more traffic — but without 
turning it into ‘‘a superhighway for a quarter of a 
mile. I am opposed to taking homes by eminent 
domain,”’ he added. 

This year’s campaign was a quiet one because 
there was only one contest for a selectman’s seat: 
‘People don’t want to get fully involved,” Silver- 
man commented. ‘‘We have no difficulty filling 
volunteer committees, but people don’t want to 
spend the time getting involved in an election. They 
feel there’s a real commitment to running and a lot 
of people are afraid of it —it’s a shame.”’ 

He took credit for the 1,500-voter turnout, which 
he called ‘‘surprising. None of us felt we would get 
1,500 votes today. And that turnout I attribute to the 
work Charlie Wesson and I did in trying to get 
people to the polls. I don’t think we did too badly.”
